Abundant Success of tlie Govern- 
ment Beyoud All Question- 
Outlook in Ontario. 



Liberal Campaign Bi'oken Up in 
Many Districts— Weakness 
of Tlielr Alliances. 



Toronto, June 22. — (.Special) — Sir 
Clinrles Tapper, prime minister, and 
Dr. Montague, minister of agricalture, 

ajiunt Stinchty in Toronts, after tlie f^reat 
series of nieetiiigs which tliey liave Iji'cn 
holding ill tliu provinoe of Ontario. 
Whuii aslviul as to the result of llie con- 
test in Ontario, the largest province in 
th(- Duininion, both the Premier and his 
collea^no declared that they had no 
doubt wliatever. Ontario, will, in their 
judi;ni("it, do very iiiiicli better tiiiui it 
did ill IS'.ll, and f^ive a j^ood majority to 
the (^'overnment. -V ciirefiil and cautious 
analysis of the province iiidictitea tliat 
the f^overninent will lose scarcely a rid- 
iiii; which they held at the close of the 
parliament, while tliey will pain fully a 
dozen seats now held by the opposition. 

Ill many parts of the province the 
Liberal campaign is broken up alto- 
gether, as evidenced by the fac£ that in 
sixteen constituencies no Lil)eral conkl 
be found to take tlie field. In many 
electoral (livisions wliere tlie Lib- 
eral party began with a show of making 
a vigorous fight, during the |iast week 
they have given up the struggle in dis- 
gust, and in some parts of the j)rovince 
lor many days jiast their candidates 
have been jiractically out of the race. In 
the juilginent of cool, level headed 
business men, wdierever Mr. Lanrier 
went in Ontario it had only one ellect, 
viz.; tliat of (lonsolidating the ranks of 
the Conservative party, while liis weak 
Hhilly-shally nttcraiiees have had a very 
depressing effect upon his own friends. 
The prime minister has addressed thirty- 
nine meetings in two ^YeekH, and to-day 
takes three more. 

The betting in Toronto last night was 
2 to 1 in favor of a decisive government, 
victory anywhere from 40 to 50. Nobody 
can bo found to put a dollar on the 
Laurier - Mowat - Tarte - Wallace - Mc- 
Carthy combination. Mr. McCarthy and 
Jlr. Wallace have jiioved to be a great 
source of weakness to the Liberal cause 
and Mr. Laurier would have been imicli 
better ofT had he cut clear from these 
disgruntled gentlemen months ago in- 
stead of putting, as he has put. his cam- 
paign under their control and guidance 
ill Ontario and .Manitoba. .Speaking to- 
night to a Liberal reporter, one of the 
heading business men of Toronto declared 
that he had watched closely the last live 
campaigns, in the Dominion and with 
one exception he never saw two days 
before the fight a campaign looking so 
promising for the Conservative party, 
and, 1h- added, if you can find mea taker 
I nni prepared to stake a considerable 
pile of money upon the result. The re- 
porter, however, was out of funds and 
out of fftith in Mr. Laurier as well. 

The Mail says : Hoporta from all over 
Cnnadii speak not merely liopefuliy and 
cheerfully, but with a degree of positive- 
iiess that amounts to certainty of the 
outlook for the Canadian wiuse to-mor- 
row. In the Eastern provinces tiie Con- 
servatives lixpecl to do far better than 
at the last election, and in tjuebec th.e 
Liberal majority gained through the 
Pacaiui thefts will be turned into a min- 
ority. Ontario is supposed to be doubt- 
ful. There has, however, been 
a <listiiict feeling produced by 
several eircumetancea. In the lirst 
(ilace, the McCarthy campaign 
has been turned into a direct pro- 
Laurier propaganda. It is clear now 
that McCartliy and laurier are working 
together. While the latter ^s helping 
the former in his attacks on creeds, Mc- 
Carthy as a measure of reciprocity is 
assisting Laurier and his temporarily 
8upi)re8sed comrade Ciirtwright to get at 
our industries. This iiUiaiico is made 
clear in lOast and West Toronto, where 
the McCarthyittis are run by the Liu- 
erals, wdio have indicated that it is the 
death of the government and the triumph 
of Laurier rather than the uiiliolding of 
any Protestant principle that McCarthy 
is after. 

A Montreal dispatch to the World 
says information of the most positive 
cliaracter is in possession of the leaders 
there to the effect thatSirOliver Mowat 
in his palmiest days mever received 
such a tremendous vote jbs that which 
will be burled against the Laurier-Mc- 
Carthy alliance to-morrow in the 
province of Ontario. As for 
(Quebec, the dispatch says that 
the district of tiuebec will do as well 
as on the day Mercier fell. In Montreal 
everything points to the election of May- 
or Smith in the St. Lawrence division, 
Dr. Roddick in St. Antoiiie, Lepine in 
,St. Mary's, Dr. Lachapelleinllochelaga, 
ami 1'". "D. Monk in Jacques Cartier. 
while the news is of the same encourag- 
ing nature from the rural constituencies.

After a Phenomenal 
Election Tour. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottaw.v, June 22. — To-morrow is the 
fateful day wdiich will decide what 
party is to govern the country for the 
next live years. From all the informa- 
tion available your correspondent has 
no hesitation in saying that according 
to present appearances the government 
of Sir Charles Tupper will be sustained. 
A most moderate estimate of the proba- 
ble result will be found in the follow- 
ing; 

Ontario — Conservatives, 41; Liberals, 
40 ; McCarthyites, 11. 

Quebec— Conservatives, 87; Liberals, 
28. 

Nova Scotia — Conservatives, 17; Lib- 
erals, 3. 

Now Brunswick— Coneervatives, 11 ; 

Lilicrals, 3. 

Prince ICdward Island — Conservatives, 
3 ; Liberals, 2. 

Manitoba— Conservatives, 5 ; Liberals, 
1 ; McOarthyite. 1. 

Ihitisli Cohiinbia — Conservatives, 5; 
Liberals, 1. 

Xo r t h w e H t Te r r i tories — Conservati ve s , 
8 ; Liberals, 1 . 

Total — Conservatives, 122 ; Liberals, 
7i»; McCarthyites, 12. 

Conceding tliat the Patrons and Mc- 
Cartliyit<;s and Liberals would unite 
forces against the government on the 
election of iSpeaker, the government's 
majority would be, according to the fore- 
going fieureStSO. 

The impression in well informed cir- 
cles is that Ontario and Quebec will do 
even better for the ministerial party 
than is given above. Quebec is expected 
to show considerably better than a ma- 
jority for the government. Taken on 
the whole the Conservative outlook ap- 
pears to be of the brighrest. 

The Premier returned to Ottawa to- 
night having made tho phenomenal 
record of addressing forty-four meetings 
in thirteen days. On his way home lie 
visited the St. George's ward committee 
room and addressed 2,000 electors as 
follows : 

" Gentlemen, I thank you moat heart- 
ily for your mflguilicerit greeting. I am 
here to Bay to you that the outlook ia 
most promising all along the line. 
(Cheers.) I have had the opportunity of 
addressing forty-four great meetings 
since I apoke here two weeks ago to- 
nigtit. In the history of Canada! have 
never known the great heart of the 
Liberal-Conservative party moved as it 
is to-day in every section of Ontario. 
Our jieople are full of life, spirit and 
hope, and are more than ever deter- 
mined to maintain the great cause we 
have at heart, (fxiud cheers.) I have no 
hesitation in aaying that to-morrow 
night I expect that the Government of 
wdiich I have the honor to be the head 
wdll be austained in every jirovince of 
the Dominion. (Loud cheers.) 

" My information is of the most en- 
couragini;; character. Hon. Mr. Angers 
teleg'raplied mo that we may confidently 
expect a majority of twenty ia the 
Province of Quebec. (Prolonged cheers.) 
Our friends in Ontario rely on a ma- 
jority from there, while in Manitoba, 
the Territories and British Columbia 
the outlook is very bright, Down by 
the sea the Province of New Brunswick 
will give UH a very liandaome majority; 
Nova Scotia wdll do as well if not better 
than before, giving na more tliiin a two- 
thirds vote, and Prince I'^lward fslaiid 
will do the same, (lienewed ohecrs.) I 
liave no doubt at all that the govern- 
ment will be very handsoniely HUKtaiiied 
and I trust tho city of Ol tiiwa will re- 
turn two good men and strive to aid us 
in our work of passing measures for the 
advancement of the Dominion." (Loud 
cheers.) 



A splendid meeting in the Victoria 
Theatre last evening closed the cam- 
paign on behalf of the Liberal Conserva- 
tive candidates in Victoria, lloii. E. G. 
Prior and Mr. Thomas Jiarle. Though 
the attendance liUed the body of the 
house and the balcony, the sentiment 
seemed almost to be unanimously 
in favor of those gentlemen, whose ad- 
dresses were received with great en- 
thusiasm. The boxes on either side 
were occupied by ladies, and whether it 
was that tho presence of the 
fair sex hud a soothing influ- 
ence, or that the Liberal noise-makers 
were busy trying to work up enthusiasm 
at their Ovvii meeting, there were no dis- 
orderly interruptions. Wiien the cur- 
tain went up about 8. .30 it revealed a 
large iiuiaber of representative citizens 
grouped upon the stage, lending the 
BUjiport of their presence to the candi- 
dates.

Every reference during the evening to 
the Times' fake telegrams produced a 
hearty laugh at the expense of the rain- 
soaked and mud-soiled relic. 

Mr. H. D. Helmcken, M.P.P.. was the 
chairman of the evening, and opened 
the proceedings with a short address, 
urging upon the electors the importance 
of going early to the polls, aud that 
there shall be no splitting, but a good 
solid vote for both the candidates Hon. 
E. G. Prior and Mr. Thomas Earle. 
(A])plause.) He announced that an op- 
portunity to ask questions would be 
allbrded at the close of each address. 

Mr. Earle was the lirst sjieaker called 
upon. Ho declared himself to be now, 
as on every other occasion when he had 
appeared on a jiolitical platform, a sup- 
porter of the Liberal-Conserva- 
tive party and their continuous 
and consistent policy of protection 
to the interests of Canada. He would 
give some of the reasons why he thought- 
tlie Liberal-Conservative party Bhouid be- 
the one to rule Canada for some vears to 
come (applause) ; and flrstof all he men- 
tioned the persistent opposition of tho 
Liberal party to every great work under- 
taken for the develojmient of the coun- 
try, lie quoted some of the most strik- 
ing results of the operations of the Na- 
tional Policy, including the_ change 
wdiich has come over the meat industry, 
whereby there are now grown on the 
farms of Canada the supplies which 
formerly had to be imported from Chi- 
cago and other points in the United 
States, the farmers of this country hav- 
ing immensely profited by the change.

In tho market hall here Mr. Laurier had 
distinctly stated that he came to ])reaoh

He paid a tribute to the 
abilities of Sir Charles Tupper, as a poli- 
tician and as a statesman, and since Sir 
Charles declares in his manifesto that ho 
will continue the policy of progress and 
development inaugurated by Sir John 
Macdonald, there can be no doubt that 
if, returned. to power he will be able to 
catiy out 'tils fleSires, , Sl>^^')arles has 
unbounded faith in the future of Canada 
— oarticularly tho Western country (ap- 
lilau.'se), while Hon. Alexander IMacken- 
zie thought so Utile of the West that ho 
advocated building only a narro\yrgaiige

" In 1878 our books show that oO.'i em- 
ployes were on our pay lists, earning an 
average of ()2c. each a ilay, constituting a 
weekly salarp list of $1,164.40. This in- 
cludes men, women, boys and girls, and 
the working hours of the day were 
eleven. During the same month in 
1806, our salary list shows that 1,117 
employes earned an average salary of 
83i!. a day each ; the weekly salary list is 
$7,177.49; and they worked only ten 
hours a day." 

In comparing the Mackenzie [regime 
of free trade with the subsequent period 
of protection, we should bear in mind 
that not only were wages a great deal 
lower and tho hours of labor longer in 
tho former period, bnt tho jjurchasing 
power of money was much less effective 
than it is now.

The Success of the Liberal Party WiU Be 
a Lone Step Towards Annexation. 

(^rom tlie Winnipeg Nor'-Wester.) 
Thero is ono plank in the platform of 
the Liberal party which ia kept some- 
what in the background, and shrewdly 
BO, for the reason that tho leaders of 
that party are perfectly aware of tho 
fact that it is one which does not com- 
mend itself to tho loyal, true hearted 
Canadian people. Wu allude to tho 
annexation plank, or that part ot the 
policy of the Liberals which proposes 
and advocates the sundering of our ties 
with Kngland, and annexation to 
tho United States. The Canadian iico- 
ple as a whole look upon annexation 
and any speeches or arguments in favor 
of it as a little better than treason, and 
the party leaders, therefore, who are in 
symjiatby with this scheme, as a rule 
koep it in the dark and say compara- 
tively little about it. That the Liberal 
|)arty, however, as a party and as iiuli- 
viduala favor annexation to the United 
States caunot be questioned. A few- 
days ago we gave extracts from Laurier, 
and many of his candidates in tho 
Kast, which showed conclusively this 
fact. Among them was a quotation 
from Mr. Joseph Martin, Liberal candi- 
date for Winnipeg, made in the dining 
hall of the Russell house at Ottawa iti 
response to the assertion that Mr. Ellis 
was an annexationist, as follows: "So 
am I, and I d(jn't care who knows it." 
We do not think that the assertion that 
the Liberal party, as a party, is in favor 
of annexation, is seriously iiuestioned by 
anyone, but if there is a lingering (ionbt 
in the mind of any reader uf the Nor'- 
wester on this subject it will [jrubably 
be set at rest by tho following iinotalion 
from the Cliicngo Record of June 13, 
ISDO : 

" It is an interesting fact that Prof. 
tloUvin Smith and other advocates of 
Canadian annexation, have seat to theii- 
friends in St. Louis a declaration in fav- 
or of continental union, which thoy de- 
siro to have adopted by the Republican 
convention, Not only do they be- 
lieve that it will meet with a 
jiopular response from the oeojile of 
the L'niled States, but that aw-h an 
expression of geographic fraternalishi 
will greatly aid the Liljeral i)arty in the 
liirht it is now making for the control 
of the Dominion government. The elec- 
tion in Canada occurs on the '_'.'!rd of 
June, and the contest is liercer than was 
ever thoughtof before on British colonial 
soil. The success of the Liberal party 
will l)e a long step toward annexation 
and will be followed immediately by ef- 
forts to engage in closer political and 
commercial relations with the United 
States. It has been expected that Prof. 
Smith would himself visit St. Louis dur- 
ing the convention and present to tho 
leaders of the Republican j)arty an ex- 
planation of the situati(jn in Canada 
and the sentiment of the Liberal party 
there. He has not yet arrived, but will 
be welcomed when he comes."

lirmtion should havi' been irrauted at the last 
session of onr Domlniuu Pariiiiiaent, 

The fiirnicrs of our district will rcipiirc the 
earnest alteiitidu oi tlH^ local iiieuibcr consider- 
ing tlie scattered condition iu which tliey are 
plac ed along our coast, and on this Island. 

.Markets require to be established in all our 
principal eilies, facilities for getting to tluisi' 
niarkeis. and reasimable rates by niilwny and 
ste.imcrs should be given. As tlie goverument 
have to assist in this line, it is only reiisounlile 
to c.-ipcct that tlicy will grant every laeility ia 
their jiower, and which 1 sluip feel it my duty 
to urge, should I have the honor to be elected.

TESTIMONY OP THE CENSUS. 

Development of the Dominion Under the 
Natiohal Policy— A Steady Indus- 
trial Increase. 

(From llio Montreal Star.) 
A census always meets with more or 
less criticism — much of it deserved — and 
the census of '01 was no exception to tlie 
rule. So far as tin; iimiiufactuiing 
scliedules were concenicd, the coniphiint 
was in the main that pi ivute enterprises 
were rcckiu'.ed as " industries," which 
were too small to he worthy of tJiat 
dignity. That is, dressinakers, lor in- 
stance, were counted in as " indus- 
tries " where they employed u iiiiniiiium 
of hands and had little enough capital 
invested in their business. There is no 
denyim: that a case on this point was 
matio out against the census; and that 
this fact has appreciably decreased the 
impressivenesB of its findings. Hut 
it will he noted that while it might be 
very easy to pad out the number ol in- 
dustries in this way, such a ))roi'es.s 
would have little effect mi the iinniher 
of hands enijihiyed or the amount of 
caiiital i nvestcil. Unlcs.s we cliarge the 
emmuMators with diiwiiriglit dishoiu'sty 
— that is, with actually writing indus- 
tries and invested capital into their rc^- 
[Hirts, which h;;d no existence whali'ver 
— il must he gi-anted that the timincial 
parts of tlieir rejiorts and the nmnber 
of mechanics returned were fairly re- 
liable. So it is not out of ulace in talk- 
ing of the henedts eoiiferre<i u])on Can- 
ada by the ^'alional l'oli<^y to (piote the 
contrasted returns of the census of I.SSl 
and that of 1891. The figures having re- 
ference to the increase in industrial es- 
tablishments during the decade wdll not 
be unfamiliar, and are aa follows :

These figures are the niore to ho ho- 
lieve<l because they tell a tale which 
common and individual experience 
proves to be true. More still, tliey are 
corroborated by other figures having an 
independent origin. All available sta- 
ti.sticH repeat the llattering story of 
steadily increasing- pro.sperity under llie 
National Policy. For oxamiile, we are 
told that note cinaihilion decreased 
under the Liberal regime at the average 
rate of three millions a year, or ten jier 
cent., w hile it increased under the beiie- 
licent iiilliieiico of the N. I', by seven- 
teen millions, or fifty \wr cent. Figures 
as to life insurance as to the savings of 
the people, as to the auionnl of business 
transacted in vai-ious directiuns, as to 
shipiiing, as to railroading, as to prac- 
tically every liranch of business and in- 
dustrial and commercial life substantiate 
the chum of the census that Canada has 
had inorfiased prosperity under the Na- 
tional Policy. 

In measuring this growth since the 
adoption of the protective tarill', it ought 
never to be forgotten for a niomcnt tliat 
there is a certain industrial develojiiiient 
whii'h every ciimiiiimily will auloiiia.ti- 
cally secrete witiioiit reference to tarill' 
]iiil iries ; anil t hat i II the uarly years nl 
our life as an iirganized nation wc were 
]irodnci ng I li is set of necessary and in- 
evitalile industries. Ciunparisons lie- 
tween the past and ihe |)resent {-redit 
these indiiptries to the iiast policy, 
whereas they properly are the product 
of no policy, but wiu'o the inevita- 
ble out'^TOWtli of a civilized comiim- 
nity. The time came, however, when 
tin; limit of this irrepressible industrial 
growth was reached. Then we were 
making most things for ourselves, whifdi 
a rampant and ambitious indiistrialisin 
in the United States coulil not prevent 
us from making by periodically deluging 
our markets with goods at " slaughter " 
prices. Canadian enter|irisi; naturally 
went ahead, trying sunie new indus- 
tries, bur American cmnpetilinn beat 
tla^m down; and disaster, witli Imsiness 
complications, followed. ]l was plain at 
once to far-seeing stalCHinen like Sir 
.Tohn Macdoiiald, Sir (.'hii rles Tiipjier and 
Sir Leonard Tilloy that we could grow 
Hi. further without protei^tinn against 
the Aniei i(-iiiH. The peotile gave them 
the opportunity in IH78, ami they 
promptly jiusfed a protective policy, 
with the result tluit our iudu»trial de- 
velopment went ahead at an ncceleruted 
jiace. 

Had it not been for the inlerrention 
of Protection, our industrial growth, 
after the limit of necesBary development 
was reached in the seventies, would 
have been slow and 8iunt«d. So the 
compariKiiii is not jiropnrly between the 
years of I'rotiM^liuii and the years before 
it, but between the developmeio luider 
Protectioii and the stagnation wu should 
have had without Protection.

TJfJi CONHERVAriVES' DUTY. 

The time for discusaion lias jroiie by 
The work to lie done to-day ia to vote 
and persuade others to vote. Conservu 
tives now. see that the campaign has 
been against Conservatism. It was 
against Conservatiam niul Conservatives 
tliat the Opposition speakers and writers 
argued and declaimed. Conservatives 
were the oljjeiits of their ridicule, abuse 
and viliticatioii. What the Opposition 
want to put down and iseep down 
are the principles and the policy 
of Conservatives. Ttie seliool que^ation 
waa used by the Grits merely as 
a tool to undermine the National 
Policy and to destroy the influence of 
the Conservative leaders. Tliis every 
Conservative who was at all discorniiig 
must have seen long ago. The light has 
beea not against " Coereionists " but 
against Conservatives. 

Conservatives .should realize tliia and 
stand up for their party and their princi- 
ples. Let all Conservatives in the 
Victoria district vote CDiiservative. They 
liave all along believed in the Conserva- 
tive policy. They believe in it still. 
Let theui then upliold it manfully. If 
the Grits get into power their chief 
and, indeed, their only aim will 
be to destro}' the work which 
the Conservatives have been doing these 
last eighteen years.

Who would place the most Important of 
the interests of the country in the hands 
of men whoEC trade policy ia a jumble 
of contradictory Bysteina— men who are 
ready to profess anything and prouiiao 
anything that may gain for theni .n few 
votes? Coaservativea know what their 
policy has been, how It has worked and 
what it lias done. Their policy ia the 
same in every city, county and district 
from the Atlantic to the Pncilic. It ia 
most important that it should be up- 
held at this particular time. Let the 
Conservatives then vote for the men 
who have stood by it through good re-, 



port and evil report, and are determined 
still to uphold it. Prior and Earle are 
their trne repreaentatives. Vote for 
them both.. • - ' 



A GBAND OLD MAN. 

Sir Charles Tupper, whom the Grits a 
few'months ago insultingly and unfeel- 
ingly represented as decrepit and imbe- 
cile, altogether unlit to perforin the 
work of Prime Minister, has proved that 
he possesses more vigor and vitality 
than the very best of his opponents. He 
has traversed the Dominion from Win- 
nipeg to Halifax and most of the way 
back again, speaking at every important 
place on that long route with a vigor 
that is really wonderful. Very few 
young men would be able to work so 
long and so arduously without serious 
injury to their health. But we do not 
hear that the Premier is any the 
worse for tlie very great amount of ex- 
citing work he has done. In this, as in 
everything else, the Premier has given 
the lie to his tradncers. It will bo found 
when the work of the campaign is over, 
and he has nothing but the ordinary 
work ot a Premier to do, he will do it as 
it has seldom been done by a Canadian 
First Minister. He ia an active-minded 
man, and he has many schemes in his 
head for the benefit of the country. And 
he will, if his life is spared, carry them 
out with an energy and an industry 
which will surprise even his admirers 
and give his party new heart. As for 
his enemies, they will continue to be as 
thoy have always been — implacable and 
relentless, and they will no doubt per- 
sist in persecuting anil abusing 
and vilifying him to the end of the 
chapter. 

TWO FACES. 

The Liberals of Quebec take a very 
different stand on the school question 
from the Grits of Ontario. The Liberal 
candidates for the Buffrages of the elec- 
tors sympathize deeply with the jSIani- 
toba minority. They declare that it is 
only just to restore to them the rights of 
which they have been deprived by the 
Protestants of the Province. They de- 
clare that the Eonjinion Government's 
remedial bill was a half-hearted meas- 
ure, that it did not go far enough, and 
they pledge themselves, if elected, to 
vote for a measure which will do as 
they consider full justice to the Manito- 
ba minority. The word coercion is not 
heard on the platform in Quebec — jus- 
tice to the Catholic minority is the cry, 
and restoration of separate schools. 

The Grits of Ontario, as we all know, 
arc never tired of exclaiming against the 
interference of the Dominion Goverii- 
inent with the educational affairs of 
Manitolia. They denounce the Keme- 
dial Bill, which the tiuebec Liberals 
coiuleinii as too mild, as a coercive 
measure, and hold that the Government 
should be punished for laying it before 
Parliament. Yet both the tjuebec Lib- 
erals and the Ontario Grits are followers 
of Mr. Laurier. They both swear by 
him and cheer tliemselves hoarse when 
he addresses them. Of course 
it. would never do for Mr. Laurier to 
talk to the Ontario Grits in the same 
way as he talks to the Quebec Liberals. 
He must keep in with both wings of his 
party, and give his supporters in Ontario 
and (Jiiebec an excuse for acknowledg- 
ing him as their leader. To do this ho, 
in Ontario, talks about conciliation ; he 
never alludes to an alternative 
to be resorted to if conciliation 
should fail. He pleasantly and 
conveniently takes for granted that his 
" sunny ways " will not fail. In Quebec 
he talks about conciliation also; but he 
adtls if the Maiiitobans are obdurate, if 
they will not voluntarily restore to the 
minority tlieir schools, then recourse 
must be had to the remedy provided by 
the constitution. The consequence is that 
the Quebec Laurierites pay little atten- 
tion to what tlieir leader says about con- 
iliation and remember very distiiu^tly 
what be says aljout comjjelliiig tlie Man- 
itoba Government to do the minority 
justice. Tiie Ontario Grits, on the other 
hand, speak and write as if Mr. Laurier 
never presented an alternative to his 
Ciiiohec audiences. They expatiate Up- 
on conciliation and investigation and do 
not as miu'li as wbisiior " (tucrcion " in 
comiectioii with ^^r. L;iuri('r's policj'. 
The liyiKicrisy of Laurier and hia (irit 
followers is so transiiaroiit that a child 
(if ordinary discernment can see through 
it. But the Grits make-believe not to 
have heard what Mr. Laurier says about 
coercion in tiuebec. As for Mr. Laiu ier 
lie talks conciliation in Ontario and co- 
ercion in tiuebec, and afl'ects to be most 
indignant if a plain-speaking Conserva- 
tive as much as hints that he is incon- 
sistent or that he is wearing two faces 
under one hat. 



" lURDS OF A FEATHER." 

The man who is looking after Mr. 
Laurier's interests in his constituency, 
Quebec East, is Mr. Ernest Pacaud. It 
was this Ernest Pacaud who was mixed 
up in boodling transactions for which 
the Blorcicr regime was notorious. Pa- 
caud was not su fortunate BB many of his 
associates, for ho was prosecuted and the 
judges required h\m to disgorge $100,- 
000. They, moreover, characterized Pa- 
caud's conduct as " fraudulent, contrary 
to public order, and an audacious exploi- 
tation of the treasury." This same Pa- 
caud is editor ot L'Klecteur, Mr. Laur- 
ier's tiuebec organ. The Grit haters of

HOW. CANADA HAS PBOSPBEBD. 

A Steady Increase in Fire Insurance From 
1879 to the Present. 

(From the Toronto World.) 
Tliere are lin lire insuraiicu conipiinies 
doing ImBinc'KS in Canada. They are all 
obliged (o furnish 1 he Uoveriiinent witli 
yearly retiuiin siio>vitij; the ainouiit of 
bu.'iiness traiisacteii by e;u-,h during the 
year, the losses by tiro aoii other par- 
lieulars. The figures given in these re- 
turns are thoroughly reliable. They 
jirobahly afl'oril us as trnstwortliy an in- 
dication of how tiie country is jjrogress- 
iiig as any other statistics that are com- 
piled. The preiniuina received by 
the tliu'ty-iive companies during ISO.j 
amounted to ,t(i,i)St;,!)25. WithMllie 
exception of a single year, there 
has been a steady increase in 
the insurance premiuois from 187'J to 
the jjiesent time. In that year the pre- 
miums amounted to $3,227,488, or some- 
wluit less than one-half what they ag- 
gregated last year. The increase has 
been a gradual and satisfactory one dur- 
ing tlie ciitin^ period that the Conserva- 
tive govcrnnient litis been in power. 
Tin; Htatislica of lire insurance during 
the jii'rioil of the .Alackeii/.ie .\dininiHtra- 
lion, viz., from 1S7-I to LSOit, show 110 
annual increases. As a matter id' fact 
the pretniiiiiis received during tin; last 
year of tluU adniinistratioa were less 
than thev were during the first vear. 
The figures are $;i,522,303 for 1874" and 
.■f:i,'-'i.'7, I.S.S for 1875, an actual decrease of 
i^lihLSI.'). 

if the lire insurance husini'ss done in 
Canada p.oves thai the couiUiy had ad- 
vaiiecil very sal i'd'aciori ly in tlie aecu- 
niuhition of propeiay, the rclurusol the 
life insurance buaiiiesH are even more 
convincing. In l.s7y tlie iiLUOUiit of life 
insurance in force in Canada was $83,- 
240,543. In J805 that figure had in- 
creased to $188,401,077, bemg about nine 
times as large as during the first year 
that tlie National Policy was in force. 

We would like to know what stronger 
evidence? <f the couiilry's wonderful 
progress under the N'alional Policy 
could l;e adduced than ihe iusiirtuice 
statistics above given. 'I'lio figures are 
absolutely reliable, and the only infer- 
ence that (^aii be drawn from them is 
beyond controversy. These figures, se- 
lected, as they are from llie .Statistical 
Vear'ijiook for l.s'.Io, ju.st jiiiblislicd, cor- 
respond very well with the gloomy jiic- 
turea that have been drawn l)y various 
iiuiividuala of the live years of Liberal 
Governuient. Mr. \\'illi:iin Weir, pres- 
ident of the Ville Maria bank, and one 
of the best known financial men of 
Canada, thus alludes to the state of 
afTairs in Canada during the MaeUen/.ie 
adininistralion : 

"One Liberal parliament left the [leo- 
I)le witli scarcely any pjssession beyond 
their votes, but with these invested in 
Con;;erv!itive candidales lhi.> coiuilry has 
recotijied its los.ses and ha.i remendjercd 
its bitter lesson ihe.s'o eighteen veers.

Prior read also the declaraticin oi Mr. 
.loseph Martin that the schools as at 
present conducted are rank tyranny to- 
wards the Catholic ininurity, they be- 
ing Protestant rather than secular 
schools.
